Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art 
of record, absent applicant's own disclosure, fails to teach the entire combination of 
elements set forth in the claimed invention. Specifically, the prior art of record fails to 
teach the guide rail including an engagement portion overhanging the upper portion of 
the sliding panel, and the engagement portion engaging the upper portion of the sliding 
panel and limiting relative pivoting movement of the lower portion of the sliding panel 
away from the fixed panel when the sliding panel is in the open position and the 
engagement portion spaced from the upper portion of the sliding panel when the sliding 
panel is in the closed position. See lines 17-20 of claim 1 . Additionally, the prior art of 
record fails to teach the guide rail includes an engagement portion adjacent to the 
channel, the engagement portion overhanging the upper portion of the sliding panel, 
and the engagement portion engaging the upper portion of the sliding panel at least 
when the sliding panel is in the open position to thereby limit relative pivoting movement 
of the lower portion of the sliding panel and the engagement portion spaced from the 
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upper portion of the sliding panel when the sliding panel is in the closed position. See 
claim 4, lines 14-19.
